Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946. 

This  is  the  eighty-third  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Works  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department,  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  6,  1946, 
by  election  of  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary. 

Hon.  Joseph  F.  Timilty  was  appointed  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1950. 
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Dr.  Mary  Moore  Beatty  was  appointed  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1951. 

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $4,476,086.81.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $3,694,759.42  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $308,061.13  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $308,141.13  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $47,504.00  on  account  of  the 
East  Boston  Relief  Station,  and  $5,005.66  for  Tubercu- 
losis Control. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$85,904.20,  $77,313.78  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $6,872.34  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
and  $1,718.08  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $73,534.31,  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures.  Of  the  $149,448.63  total  amount  spent 
on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department,  $74,724.32 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $74,724.31  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $20,522.75, 
$3,078.41  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $17,239.11 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $205.23  to  the 
South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  De- 
partment of  Immunology,  $5,983.41,  $59.83  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper,  $5,744.07  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  $179.51  to  the  South  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Laboratory,  $68,806.35, 
$61,925.72  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$6,880.63  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$11,541.20,  $5,770.60  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $5,770.60  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgerv, 
$10,891.91,  $2,178.38  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $8,713.53  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work, 
;,912.56,  $45,482.29  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
5,741.14  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $689.13 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  in 
ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients,  $7,310.44, 
$7,018.02  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $292.42 
on  the  South  Department. 
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In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  ''Main  Hospital." 

Paying   Patients. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  except- 
ing   those    at    the    Sanatorium    Division,    the    sum    of 
$711,432.53. 
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The  Boston  City  Hospital— Exclusive  of  Sanatorium 

Division.

Contracts. 

The  final  payment  of  $1,756.55  was  made  to  John  F. 
Shea  Company  for  waterproofing  and  calking  connect- 
ing corridors  and  tunnels.  This  was  paid  from  1945 
funds. 

The  final  payment  of  $2,238.38  was  made  to  M.  Spi- 
nelli  &  Sons  Company,  Inc.,  on  account  of  their  contract 
for  alterations  and  renovations  to  East  Boston  Relief 
Station.  This  was  paid  from  1945  funds. 

The  balance  of  $101.25  was  paid  to  Peirce  Brothers 
for  removal  of  excess  sludge  from  boilers  in  power  plant. 
This  was  paid  from  1945  funds. 

The  contract  of  J.  J.  Hurley  &  Co.,  for  repairs  to 
sterilizers,  Dowling  Building,  which  was  awarded  in 
1945,  was  not  started  until  1946.  This  was  completed 
July  1,  1946,  and  final  payment  made  to  contractor. 

On  the  above  contract  $379.10  is  due  to  James 
H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  for  architectural  services 
rendered. 

The  contract  of  J.  J.  Hurley  &  Co.,  for  installation 
of  apparatus  for  injecting  boiler  compound  into  boilers 
at  power  plant,  which  was  awarded  in  1945,  has  not  as 
yet  been  completed  and  no  payments  made.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  will  be  completed  early  in  1947. 

The  contract  of  Ricciardelli  Company  for  installation 
of  an  oil  pump  in  the  power  plant,  awarded  in  1945, 
has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  In  1946,  the  sum  of 
$1,253.70  was  paid  to  the  contractor.  Completion  is 
expected  early  in  1947. 

Early  in  1946,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  were 
authorized  to  draw  up  plans,  etc.,  for  operating  suite, 
Dowling  Building,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $7,500.  The 
first  payment  in  the  sum  of  $1,500  was  paid  to  James 
H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  in  1946. 

A  contract  in  the  sum  of  $795  per  month,  or  $9,540 
per  year,  was  awarded  to  the  Consolidated  Elevator 
Company,  Inc.,  for  servicing  elevators  in  the  hospital 
for  the  year  1946.  Payments  have  been  made  to  con- 
tractor monthly. 

The  contract  of  J.  A.  Singarella  for  construction  of 
a  new  tunnel  under  Massachusetts  Avenue  was  com- 
pleted and  accepted  on  February  8,  1946,  and  total 
payment  of  $12,737  was  made  to  the  contractor. 
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Final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $254.74  was  made  to 
James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  for  architectural 
services  rendered  in  connection  with  above  contract. 

In  May,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,250  was 
awarded  to  Electric  Maintenance  Company  for  rewind- 
ing of  York  Ice  Machine  motor.  This  contract  has 
been  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  made 
to  contractor. 

In  June,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $7,700  was 
awarded  to  Builders  Iron  Works  for  repairs  to  screens 
and  grilles,  Surgical  Building.  Due  to  delay  in  delivery 
of  materials,  this  work  has  not  as  yet  been  completed, 
and  no  payments  made. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
above  contract,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  have 
been  paid  on  account  the  sum  of  $420. 

In  August,  1946,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  N.  L.  C. 
Engineering  and  Equipment  Company  in  the  sum  of 
$1,650  for  reconditioning  No.  2  Ames  Una-flow  engine 
in  power  plant.  Due  to  delay  in  delivery  of  materials, 
this  contract  was  not  completed  on  scheduled  time, 
and  no  payments  were  made  to  the  contractor. 

In  October,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $5,200 
was  awarded  to  Massachusetts  Electric  Construction 
Company,  for  furnishing  and  installing  new  electric 
feeder  from  the  switchboard,  Dowling  Building,  to  the 
South  Department.  To  date  the  sum  of  $4,680  has 
been  paid  to  contractor,  leaving  a  balance  of  $520  to  be 
paid  from  1946  funds. 

In  November,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,308 
was  awarded  to  Asa  G.  Deming  and  Milton  C.  Ford, 
Ltd.,  for  furnishing  and  installing  Globe  Oil  hydraulic 
lift,  ambulance  garage.  Due  to  delay  in  delivery  of 
materials,  the  contract  has  not  as  yet  been  completed, 
and  no  payments  made. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  proposed  new  X-ray  facilities,  Thorndike  Memo- 
rial Building,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  were 
paid  the  sum  of  $5,400  in  1946.  In  November  bids 
were  advertised  for  the  work  to  be  done,  but  the  con- 
tract has  not  as  yet  been  awarded.  All  of  the  work  to 
be  done  in  connection  with  this  project,  including  archi- 
tects' fees,  is  to  be  paid  from  the  Special  Appropriation 
for  Hospital  Department,  Construction  of  Buildings, 
Acquisition  of  Land,  etc. 
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In  December,  1946,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  J.  J. 
Hurley  &  Co.  in  the  sum  of  $2,274  for  new  heating  zone 
system.  Animal  House,  Thorndike  Building.  Due  to 
delay  in  delivery  of  materials,  the  contract  has  not  as 
yet  been  completed  and  no  payments  made. 

In  December,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $1,083 
was  awarded  to  Patrick  J.  Sullivan  for  painting  and 
plastering  the  ninth  floor.  Medical  Building.  This  will 
be  completed  early  in  1947. 

Federal  Grant,  Cadet  Nursing  Program. 

Money  from  the  above  grant  is  being  used  to  finance 
the  following  contracts  for  work  being  done  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Nurses'  Library  and  Dietetic  Laboratory. 

In  November,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,785 
was  awarded  to  the  Peabody  Construction  Company 
for  alterations,  etc.,  to  Nurses'  Home  and  Dietetic  Lab- 
oratory. Work  is  progressing  on  this  contract,  but  as 
yet  no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

In  November,  1946,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Calley, 
Henderson  and  Stewart  for  equipment  in  connection 
with  the  above.  Contract  has  not  as  yet  been  completed 
and  no  payments  made. 

In  November,  1946,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,313 
was  awarded  to  Art  Metal  Construction  Company  for 
installing  book-shelving  in  Nurses'  Library.  Work  has 
not  as  yet  been  completed  and  no  payments  made. 

James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  have  been  paid  the 
sum  of  $810.41  for  architectural  services  rendered  in 
connection  with  above  three  contracts. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $56,356.40  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1947, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date  $156,- 
356.40.  During  the  year  1946  there  was  expended  from 
this  fund  the  sum  of  $3,148.29  for  care  of  convalescent 
male  patients  at  various  nursing  homes. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 
The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.    Up  to  January  1, 
1947,    $1,338,664.94   has   been   delivered   to   the    City 
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Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
